Church  Colleges  On  The 
Operating  Table 

"Next,  please!"    A  none  too  faint  echo  of  this  ton- 
sorial    invitation    comes    to   us   from   our   neighboring 
Synod  of  North  Carolina,  where  educational  whiskers 
are  falling  fast  after  a  wholesale,  ecclesiastically  spon- 
sored barbering.     We  refer  to  the  fact  that  our  alert 
Presbyterian  neighbors  just  to  the  south  of  us  recently 
secured  a  #50,000  Ford  Foundation  grant  to  conduct  a 
thorough  study  of  their  seven  Synodical  institutions. 
The  resounding  result  of  this  study 
was  the  recommendation  that  three 
of  these  colleges  be  consolidated  into 
one  strong  co-educational  institution 
at    a    new    and,    preferably,    metro- 
politan location.    Two  others  may  be 
merged,      leaving      Davidson      and 
Queens  alone  to  be  retained  in  their 
present  state  and  location.    Since  the 
investigating     urge     is      contagious, 
leading  churchmen  in  the  Synod  of 
Virginia      are      shrewdly      querying: 
"Will   Hampden-Sydney   and   Mary 
Baldwin  be  next?" 

Our  concern  with  this  epoch- 
making  study  is  not  with  its  detailed 
findings  but  with  its  major  premises. 
Two  of  these  we  would  heartily  sup- 
port both  as  to  their  general  truth  and 
as  to  their  relevance  to  Hampden- 
Sydney.  The  first  is  that  the  church's 
educational  institutions  are  morally 
obligated  to  make  the  best  and  wisest 
use  of  every  educational  dollar  they 
receive  from  their  constituencies. 
This  is  not  only  a  matter  of  Christian 
stewardship.  It  is  rendered  urgent  by 
the  rapidly  increasing  educational 
and  financial  resources  of  the  state 
and  private  institutions  with  which  our  church-related 
colleges  must  compete.  Neither  piety  nor  distinguished 
service  in  the  past  can  take  the  place  of  genuine,  first- 
rate  educational  service  in  the  world  of  today.  The 
second  of  these  principles  is  that  the  Church,  if  it 
really  wants  both  thoroughly  Christian  and  high-grade 
institutions  that  will  afford  training  equal  to  the  best, 
must  abandon  its  apathy  and  support  its  colleges  with 
far-sighted  generosity  and  statesmanship. 

Three  other  premises  of  the  North  Carolina  study  are 
open  to  serious  question.  Yet  we  must  study  them 
with  the  most  objective  and  impassioned  scrutiny.  The 
first  assumption  is  that  a  student  body  of  from  five 
hundred  to  a  thousand  is  the  most  economical  unit  of 
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operation.  To  quote  the  distinguished  educators  who 
wrote  the  Report,  "It  is  felt  by  all  experts  whom  we 
consulted  that  a  senior  college  with  at  least  a  thousand 
students  would  do  a  better  job  educationally  than  one 
half  that  size,  and  a  much  better  job  than  one  one- 
fourth  of  that  size.  Not  only  is  the  teaching  process 
enhanced  by  the  presence  of  a  goodly  number  of  stu- 
dents, but  the  per  capita  cost  of  the  educational  activ- 
ity is  thereby  reduced."  The  authors  add  significantly: 
"In  a  highly  competitive  field,  we  dare  not  overlook  the 
factor  of  student  cost." 

The  chief  reason  for  questioning  this  position  is  that 
efficiency  is  defined  in  terms  of  opera- 
ting cost  without  full  and  explicit  rec- 
ognition of  the  importance  of  quality 
of  output.  In  another  section  of  the 
Report,  indeed,  the  quality  of  educa- 
tional output  is  emphasized  and  the 
authors  cite  the  danger  of  falling  into 
"assembly  line  techniques  of  grinding 
out  mediocrities."  So  far  as  we  can 
discover,  however,  the  North  Caro- 
lina Study  does  not  offer  any  clear 
principle  by  which  to  evaluate  the 
relative  claims  of  quantity  and 
qualify.  Some  years  ago,  it  will  be 
recalled,  the  editors  of  Who's  Who  in 
America  announced  their  finding  that 
colleges  with  three  hundred  students 
or  less  had  contributed  on  the  average 
four  times  as  many  leaders  to  society 
in  proportion  to  enrollment  as  the 
larger  colleges  and  universities.  May 
it  not  be  that  a  small  community  of 
students  under  dedicated  instruction 
is  truly  creative  in  a  way  and  to  a 
degree  that  larger  ones  are  not? 

A  second  assumption  of  the  North 
Carolina  Study  is  that  co-education 
is  the  pattern  of  the  future.  The 
authors  make  bold  to  say:  "By  and 
large  the  institution  which  expects  to  be  in  existence  in 
the  year  2000  A.  D.  will  be  a  co-educational  institu- 
tion." In  support  of  this  it  is  pointed  out  that  74%  of 
the  senior  colleges  in  this  country  are  co-educational 
and  that  this  yielding  of  the  established  patterns  of  the 
past  to  public  demand  is  an  increasing  trend.  The 
writers  of  the  Report  admit,  however,  that  some  strong 
men's  colleges  and  some  strong  women's  colleges  will 
survive,  especially  those  with  "great  prestige,  great 
faculties,  and  large  endowments."  They  have  in  mind, 
no  doubt,  such  institutions  as  Harvard,  Amherst,  and 
Williams.  Even  although  gazing  into  the  educational 
crystal  is  a  hazardous  enterprise,  it  is  possible  that  these 
astute  educators  are  telling  us  the  sober  truth.     It  is 
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worthy  of  note,  however,  that  nowhere  in  the  Report  is 
any  proof  presented  that  co-education  is  really  better. 
We  recall  that  in  the  well-known  study  in  which 
"leadership  productivity"  was  used  as  a  standard  only 
one  college  in  the  top  ten  was  co-educational.  Should 
we  not  conclude  that  neither  tradition  nor  fashion  is  a 
reliable  guide  in  this  important  matter  but  rather  what 
is  best  in  the  existing  situation? 

The  third  questionable  hypothesis  in  the  North 
Carolina  Report  is  that  a  college  should  be  located  near 
a  city.  On  this  point  the  authors  declare:  "The  ideal 
location  for  a  college  is  no  longer  regarded  as  a  remote 
and  secluded  spot,  but  rather  a  population  center  where 
in  addition  to  the  interest  and  support  of  the  constit- 
uency, cultural  opportunities  and  advantages  are  af- 
forded the  student."  This  consideration  is  somewhat 
weakened  by  the  remark  that  the  modern  world  is  one 
of  rapid  communication  and  that  many  (should  we  say 
most?)  students  possess  cars.  A  vain  of  cynicism  is 
betrayed,  however,  when  the  writers  of  the  report  ob- 
serve that  prospective  day-students  "enhance  the 
economy  of  the  operation  of  the  institution  to  such  an 
extent  as  to  be  generally  regarded  as  a  bonanza." 
Admitting  the  truth  of  this,  may  we  not  affirm  that  the 
ideal  environment  for  intellectual  and  spiritual  growth 
is  a  community  of  resident  scholars  in  which  teacher 
and  student  may  achieve  some  continuity  of  effort  in 
creative  enterprises  both  curricular  and  extra-cur- 
ricular? If  we  may  advert  to  the  past,  Plato's  Academy 
was  near  the  brilliant  city  of  Athens,  but  the  Founder 
of  Christianity  taught  His  disciples  on  the  hills  and 
seashores  of  Galilee. 

If  and  when  the  Synod  of  Virginia  puts  her  col- 
legiate institutions  under  some  such  high-powered 
educational  microscope,  Hampden-Sydney  will  have 
nothing  to  fear  and  much  to  gain  from  even  the  closest 
scrutiny.  Great  prestige,  great  faculty,  large  endow- 
ment— these  we  may  not  have,  as  the  academic  world 
counts  them.  But  surely  this  College  will  remain  an 
institution  in  which  young  men  of  promise  may  receive 
as  sound  an  education  and  as  enriching  experience  to 
fit  them  for  significant  service  in  tomorrow's  world  as 
anywhere  else.    This  is  our  faith.    Let  us  live  up  to  it.

The  Sixteenth  Year  Of  The 
Alumni  Fund 

It  is  a  trite  observation,  but  nevertheless  true,  that 
nothing  succeeds  like  success,  or  in  homely  and  com- 
monplace language,  the  proof  of  the  pudding  is  in  the 
eating.  The  truth  of  these  sayings  is  certainly  borne  out 
by  the  Alumni  Fund  at  Hampden-Sydney.  This  Fund 
was  put  into  operation  now  fifteen  years  ago.  It  had 
been  suggested  a  number  of  times  to  the  Board  of 
Tiustees  by  Dr.  W.  G.  Williams  of  the  Class  of  '92, 
Dean  of  V.  P.  I.,  but  until  Dr.  Gammon  came  had 
never  been  adopted.  This  enterprise  made  good  from 
the  very  beginning;  the  interest  manifested,  the  number 
of  contributors,  and  the  contributions  to  the  Fund  have 
all  steadily  increased.  At  the  end  of  the  year  when  the 
books  were  closed  on  the  30th  of  June,  last,  during  the 


fifteen  years  of  the  operation  of  the  Fund,  one-half  a 
million  dollars  had  been  contributed.  Most  of  these 
contributions  were  not  earmarked.  In  the  case  of  those 
that  were  so  marked,  the  request  of  the  donor  was  faith- 
fully carried  out. 

The  Fund  has  been  contributed  to  each  year  by  ap- 
proximately one  thousand  alumni.  With  about  four 
thousand  living  alumni  one  can  see  that  there  has  been 
no  response  from  three-fourths  of  the  number.  Each 
year  it  is  hoped  that  some  of  those  not  contributing  will 
appreciate  what  these  donations  mean  to  the  College 
and  will  also  become  annual  contributors  to  the  Fund. 

As  has  been  pointed  out  a  number  of  times,  the  im- 
portance of  this  Fund  to  the  College  and  the  tre- 
mendous aid  it  is  to  the  operation  of  the  institution 
should  give  stimulus  to  all  former  students.  Let  us 
make  the  Alumni  Fund  in  this  its  sixteenth  year  in 
every  way  a  success  as  a  compliment  to  President 
Robert  and  a  demonstration  to  him  of  what  the  alumni 
can  do. 


A  New  President  Takes  Charge 

Dr.  Joseph  Clarke  Robert,  who  for  the  past  three 
years  has  been  president  of  Coker  College  in  Hartsville, 
South  Carolina,  assumed  the  direction  of  Hampden- 
Sydney  on  August  1st.  Coker  College  is  in  the  main  a 
college  for  young  women,  but  its  doors  are  also  open  to 
men  and  there  was  a  sprinkling  of  men  among  its 
graduates  in  June.  Dr.  Robert  comes  to  Hampden- 
Sydney  remarkably  equipped.  He  is  a  graduate  of 
Furman  University  in  the  Class  of  1927  with  the 
degree  of  B.A.,  magna  cum  laude.  In  1929  he  received 
his  M.A.  from  Duke  University  and  the  following  year 
attended  Harvard  University  as  a  Watauga  Fellow. 
He  later  returned  to  Duke  University,  where  he  ob- 
tained his  Ph.D.  in  1938,  and  was  a  university  fellow 
from  1930  to  193 1.  His  teaching  experience  has  been 
varied.  He  has  taught  in  the  summer  schools  in  the 
University  of  Richmond  and  the  University  of  Ken- 
tucky. Moreover  he  was  an  instructor  in  history  at 
Ohio  State  University  from  1934  until  1938,  when  he 
joined  the  faculty  of  Duke  University.  There  he  was 
successively  assistant  professor,  associate  professor, 
and  professor  of  history.  He  was  also  associate  dean  of 
the  Graduate  School  from  1948  to  1952,  when  he  be- 
came president  of  Coker  College. 

Dr.  Robert  has  been  associated  with  educational  in- 
stitutions from  his  very  birth,  having  been  born  at 
Mississippi  State  College,  where  his  father  for  many 
years  was  the  Dean  of  the  School  of  Agriculture.  The 
instruction  which  he  himself  received  at  the  various 
institutions  which  he  attended,  together  with  the 
various  subjects  which  he  has  taught,  has  broadened 
him  not  only  in  the  knowledge  which  he  has  obtained, 
but  in  his  outlook.  It  is  unusual,  as  we  see  it,  that  a 
president  of  a  college  should  have  received  the  training 
and  experience  which  have  been  Dr.  Robert's,  for  out- 
side of  his  own  studies  and  teachings  his  opportunity  to 
observe  was  exceptional.  He  is  a  member  of  the  leader- 
ship fraternity  of  Omicron  Delta  Kappa  and  that  of 
Phi  Beta  Kappa,  the  badge  of  scholarship. 

Though  coming  from  another  state  he  has  lived  and 
taught  in  Richmond,  and  married  a  Virginia^girl,  the 
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former  Miss  Evelyn  Mercer  Bristow  of  Richmond,  a 
graduate  of  Westhampton  College  and  holder  of  an 
M.A.  from  Cornell  University. 

The  fact  that  he  is  not  an  alumnus  of  Hampden- 
Sydney  has  its  advantages.  One  is  apt  to  think  that  the 
College  has  always  had  an  alumnus  as  its  president,  but 
this  is  far  from  the  fact.  Dr.  Robert  is  the  twenty- 
seventh  to  occupy  the  position  of  president,  and  though 
it  is  true  that  the  last  seven  presidents  were  alumni,  a 
greater  number  of  the  remaining  twenty  were  graduates 
of  other  institutions.  The  great  majority  of  the  presi- 
dents have  also  been  ministers,  though,  as  is  well 
known,  Jonathan  P.  Cushing  and  Dr.  J.  D.  Eggleston, 
who  was  president  prior  to  Dr.  Gammon,  were  not.  The 
fact  that  Dr.  Robert  is  a  layman  thus  represents  no 
break  with  tradition.  Dr.  Robert  is  a  man  of  broad 
culture  and  remarkable  industry.  It  is  felt  that 
Hampden-Sydney  is  remarkably  fortunate  in  having 
him  to  succeed  Dr.  Gammon.  He  is  a  great  believer  in 
the  small  liberal  arts  college.  The  fact  that  Hampden- 
Sydney  is  a  liberal  arts  college  is  one  of  its  outstanding 
and  important  characteristics. 

The  regard  and  esteem  in  which  he  and  Mrs.  Robert 
were  held  are  shown  by  the  resolutions  passed  by  the 
trustees  of  Coker  and  by  other  groups.  As  a  further 
tribute,  handsome  gifts  were  presented  them  by  the 
Board  of  Trustees  and  others  connected  with  the  col- 
lege and  community. 

Dr.  Robert  is  a  member  of  the  Presbyterian  Church, 
having  been  an  elder  in  Hartsville,  South  Carolina.  He 
is  active  in  professional  organizations,  in  civic  affairs, 
and  in  the  life  of  the  community.  He  is  the  author  of  a 
number  of  books,  among  them  The  Story  of  Tobacco  in 
America. 

Dr.  Robert's  family  consists  of  himself,  his  wife,  a 
son,  Frank  C,  twenty-one  years  of  age  and  now  at 
Davidson  College,  and  a  daughter,  Carolyn  Mercer. 

President  Donald  S.  Russell  of  the  University  of 
South  Carolina  has  paid  Dr.  Robert  this  tribute:  "I 
know  of  no  one  connected  with  higher  education  who 
has  provided  a  more  stimulating  influence  to  improve 
our  academic  status  than  Dr.  Robert." 

Under  his  leadership  friends  of  the  College  may  be 
assured  that  the  advances  which  the  College  has  made 
during  the  preceding  administration  will  continue 
without  any  interruption. 

Dr.  Robert  is  a  man  of  most  attractive  personality, 
most  gracious  in  manner,  and  inspires  confidence.  He 
knows  how  to  meet  people  and  readily  makes  friends. 
He  has  made  a  fine  impression  with  all  at  Hampden- 
Sydney,  both  faculty  and  alumni,  who  have  met  him, 
and  one  may  be  sure  that  when  the  students  arrive, 
they,  too  will  be  drawn  to  him.  The  Editors  of  The 
Record  extend  him  a  warm  greeting  and  predict  for  him 
in  every  way  a  successful  administration. 

A  Heartening  Trend 

What  we  hope  is  a  trend  seems  to  be  setting  in  at  the 
Library.  In  recent  years  Charles  G.  Reigner  has  made 
an  annual  gift  of  five  hundred  dollars,  and  often  more, 
for  the  purchase  of  books  on  philosophy  and  psychology. 
Because  of  this  generosity,  the  Library  isjenriched  by 


scores  of  fine  and  well-chosen  volumes  in  these  vital 
fields. 

No  less  encouraging  is  the  tendency  on  the  part  of 
friends  and  alumni  to  contribute  the  price  of  one 
volume,  or  of  many  as  a  memorial  to  some  loved  one. 
For  example,  the  sum  of  five  hundred  dollars  given  in 
memory  of  Paul  Tulane  Craddock  for  the  purchase  of 
books   on    religion    has   greatly   enriched   our   shelves. 

We  hope  that  another  heartening  gift  that  has  just 
been  received  will  further  establish  a  trend.  An  in- 
quiring alumnus  who  was  on  the  campus  recently, 
learned  that  the  art  shelf  is  suffering  from  severe 
financial  attrition.  It  was  further  called  to  his  attention 
that  the  course  now  offered  in  Fine  Arts  cannot  grow 
and  develop  unless  access  to  a  wide  and  varied  selection 
of  books  is  provided. 

The  finest  books  on  painting  that  have  yet  been 
printed,  their  excellence  made  possible  by  new  methods 
of  colour  reproduction,  are  now  coming  off  the  press. 
To  be  unable  to  purchase  them  has  been  most  tantaliz- 
ing. The  generous  check  from  this  alumnus  will  make 
an  excellent  beginning  toward  buying  longed-for 
volumes  on  painting. 

The  whole  art  section  needs  to  be  expanded.  The 
absence  of  books  in  the  rich  field  of  Oriental  art  is 
total.  Recent  explorations  of  archeological  sites  have 
added  inestimable  interest  to  the  field  of  art,  and 
resulting  studies  would  be  useful  not  only  to  the  class 
in  Fine  Arts,  but  to  students  of  ancient  history. 
Photographs  of  African  carvings  and  masks  should  be 
available  for  reference.  Valuable  studies  on  Cathedral 
sculpture  have  no  representation  on  our  shelves. 

It  would  be  a  heartening  day  for  the  College  when, 
as  need  arises,  volumes  could  be  purchased  for  the 
course  in  Fine  Arts,  to  enrich  the  interests  of  history 
students,  and  for  the  delight  of  the  general  reader.

A  Suggestion  To  Alumni 

It  will  no  doubt  be  recalled  that  at  the  last  com- 
mencement Mr.  J.  B.  Henneman  of  the  Class  of  1920 
presented  to  President  Gammon  a  check  for  the  college 
on  behalf  of  his  class  holding  its  35th  anniversary  re- 
union. As  was  noted  in  the  July  issue  of  The  Alumni 
Record,  Mr.  Henneman  in  a  happy  vein  expressed 
the  hope  that  other  classes  might  be  disposed  to  follow 
this  example. 

It  seems  that  it  has  been  a  custom  at  a  number  of 
colleges  and  universities  upon  the  gathering  of  a  class 
at  commencement  after  a  number  of  years  to  start  a 
fund  which  would  be  added  to  and  increased  to  a  sub- 
stantial sum.  The  income  of  it  would  provide  for  a 
scholarship  for  some  deserving  student.  Such  a  custom, 
for  example,  prevails  at  Smith  College,  and  some  of 
those  reading  the  account  of  Mr.  Henneman's  presen- 
tation speech  are  suggesting  that  other  classes,  when 
they  convene  to  celebrate  some  anniversary  of  their 
graduation,  start  such  a  fund. 

Certainly  there  is  no  more  effective  plan  by  which  a 
college  class  upon  meeting  after  a  number  of  years  from 
graduation  may  honor  the  college  than  by  establishing 
scholarships.  It  so  appears  to  the  editors  of  The 
Alumni  Record.

The  editors  of  The  Record  have  generously  ac- 
corded me  the  privilege  of  continuing  "The  President's 
Page,"  which  for  many  issues  has  carried  stimulating 
and  informative  messages  from  Dr.  Gammon.  As  I 
mention  Dr.  Gammon's  name,  I  would  like  to  pay 
tribute  to  the  warm  personality  and  generous  spirit  of 
this  Christian  gentleman  who  guided  Hampden-Sydney 
for  sixteen  fruitful  years.  Certainly  the  faculty  com- 
mittee was  justified  last  April  in  beginning  its  testi- 
monial to  Dr.  Gammon  by  saying  to  the  world,  "If 
you  seek  his  monument,  look  about  you."  There  are 
permanent  reminders  that  he  walked  the  paths  of  this 
beautiful  campus. 

On  one  point  I  can  speak  with  peculiar  authority. 
In  passing  to  me  the  symbols  of  office,  he  displayed 
superlative  kindness  and  immaculate  courtesy.  All  of 
us  are  happy  at  the  thought  that  his  services  will  not 
be  lost  by  the  school  which  he  dearly  loved.  In  nearby 
Richmond  he  can  give  us  aid  and  comfort.  And  as  an 
active  alumnus  he  will  provide  a  yeasty  ingredient  to 
any  gathering  of  Hampden-Sydney  men.  We  look 
forward  to  his  visits  to  the  Hill,  in  that  automobile 
which  he  calls  "the  prettiest  car  in  the  world,"  the 
recent  gift  of  alumni  and  friends. 

In  these  paragraphs  I  would  remind  you  of  the 
Alumni  Fund,  which  Dr.  A.  B.  Hodges,  of  Norfolk, 
heads  for  the  year  1955-56.  As  I  have  already  re- 
marked, this  Fund  represents  the  margin  between 
mere  survival  on  the  one  hand  and  sound  advancement 
on  the  other.     Here  we  have  the  avenue  to  an  even 


greater  Hampden-Sydney.  For  this  essential  cause 
there  is  an  urgency  which  invites  extraordinary  efforts. 
I  ask  your  support  of  Dr.  Hodges  and  his  committee. 

In  this  particular  column  I  shall  give  no  further 
elaboration  of  the  subject  of  finances,  but  I  would  like 
to  emphasize  another  feature  of  our  program  in  which 
the  alumni  can  be  of  decisive  importance.  I  refer  to  the 
area  of  student  recommendation.  If  we  are  to  con- 
tinue our  tradition  of  excellence,  it  is  essential  that  the 
alumni  acquaint  outstanding  high-school  and  pre- 
paratory-school boys  with  the  program  here  at  Hamp- 
den-Sydney. Once  upon  a  time  a  path  was  beaten  to 
the  door  of  the  man  who  made  a  better  mousetrap, 
but  the  pressures  of  the  twentieth  century  have  made 
the  proverb  obsolete.  Certainly  the  mousetrap  must  be 
better;  in  addition,  a  conscious  attempt  to  spread  the 
word  is  required. 

I  recommend  to  you  a  specific  program.  Let  each 
alumnus  make  a  point  of  knowing  the  outstanding 
boys  in  the  secondary  school  of  his  community.  Visit 
with  them,  and  send  their  names  to  Dean  Kinard. 
Talk  with  them  especially  before  the  "college  day"  in 
the  local  school,  when  a  Hampden-Sydney  repre- 
sentative will  be  present,  but  do  not  wait  until  that 
time.  Most  high-school  students  have  made  up  their 
minds  as  to  college  early  in  their  senior  year.  The 
staff  at  Hampden-Sydney  will  join  you  in  your  personal 
effort  to  direct  the  highest  type  men  to  your  Alma 
Mater.  We  shall  give  information  and  advice,  but  surely 
the  enthusiasm  which  carries  conviction  comes  only 
from  those  who  have  experienced  Hampden-Sydney 
and  found  it  good. 

Yesterday  in  thumbing  through  the  pages  of  The 
Record,  I  came  across  the  well-phrased  article  on  the 
passing  of  my  close  friend,  Charles  Sackett  Sydnor, 
Class  of  1918.  At  Duke  University  we  respected  him 
for  his  broad  scholarship,  and  loved  him  for  his  kindly 
wisdom.  Alumni  such  as  this  man  provide  justification 
for  every  effort  to  sustain  this  splendid  institution, 
which  has  not  closed  its  doors  for  almost  two  centuries. 

The  supreme  test  of  any  institution  is  its  product. 
In  the  case  of  a  college  this  means  the  alumni.  I  rejoice 
in  the  daily  confirmation  of  the  thesis  that  Hampden- 
Sydney  has  trained  first-rate  citizens,  dedicated  and 
scholarly  leaders. 

During  this  current  year  I  shall  have  the  pleasure 
of  visiting  several  alumni  chapters.

New  Members  Of  College  Staff 

Four  additions  have  been  made  to  the  Hampden- 
Sydney  faculty  and  staff  for  the  1955-56  session.  Claude 
H.  Pritchard,  Jr.,  '50,  is  filling  the  newly  created  post  of 
assistant  to  the  president.  Thomas  Edward  Crawley, 
'41,  on  leave  since  195 1,  returns  as  associate  professor  of 
English.  Samuel  Monroe  Graham  comes  as  assistant 
professor  of  chemistry.  Louis  F.  (Weenie)  Miller  suc- 
ceeds Claude  W.  Milam,  '49,  as  head  coach  of  basket- 
ball and  baseball  and  assistant  in  football. 


Mr.  Pritchard  was  president  of  the  Hampden-Sydney 
student  body  in  his  senior  year.  He  graduated  from 
Hampden-Sydney  in  1950  with  a  Bachelor  of  Arts 
degree  cum  laude.  He  is  the  son  of  Dr.  and  Mrs.  C.  H. 
Pritchard  of  Atlanta,  where  his  father  serves  as  secre- 
tary of  the  division  of  Home  Missions,  Board  of  Church 
Extension,  Presbyterian  Church,  U.  S.  He  is  married  to 
the  former  Marjorie  Pullen  of  Danville,  Va.  They  have 
one  child,  a  small  daughter,  Virginia. 

Following  his  graduation,  Mr.  Pritchard  was  with 
the  American  National  Bank  at  Danville.  After  three 
years  there  he  came  to  Farmville  in  1953  as  assistant 
cashier  of  the  Planters  Bank  and  Trust  Company. 

Initially,  his  duties  are  to  be  mainly  in  the  area  of 
property  management  at  the  College.  His  abilities  and 
experience  will  enable  him  to  be  of  assistance  in  other 
fields  of  college  administration  as  well. 


Mr.  Crawley  is  no  stranger  to  Hampden-Sydney, 
from  which  he  graduated  in  1941.  Shortly  thereafter  he 
entered  the  United  States  Naval  Reserve,  rising  to  the 
rank  of  lieutenant.

Gammon  Gymnasium  Now 
Completed 

Work  on  the  second  and  final  unit  of  the  Gammon 
Gymnasium  was  completed  this  summer  (see  cover 
picture).  A  fitting  entrance  and  a  more  finished  ap- 
pearance have  thus  been  provided  for  the  building. 

The  central  hall  of  the  main  floor  now  provides 
direct  access  to  the  basketball  court,  eliminating  the 
old  bottleneck  up  the  stairs  from  the  ground  floor. 
On  the  left  of  the  hallway  are  two  offices  for  the 
athletic  director  and  the  graduate  manager  of  athletics, 
as  well  as  a  dressing  room  and  shower  room  for  officials. 
On  the  right  is  a  large  ladies'  lounge. 

There  are  two  rooms  on  the  ground  floor.  The 
smaller  one,  equipped  with  blackboards,  is  used  as  a 
football  lecture  room  and  for  squad  meetings.  The 
larger  room  provides  dormitory  accommodations  for 
visiting  teams,  thus  clearing  the  beds  out  of  the  previous 
dormitory  space  also  used  as  a  dressing  room  by  these 
teams. 

The  third  floor  consists  of  one  large  room  which 
will  be  available  for  a  variety  of  purposes,  such  as  a 
wrestling  room  and  for  a  tennis  practice  board. 

This  gymnasium  was  the  first  major  building  enter- 
prise undertaken  by  President  Edgar  G.  Gammon,  and 


its  completion,  the  funds  for  which  were  raised  by  his 
personal  efforts,  was  the  last  building  project  of  his 
administration.  It  is  fitting  that  the  handsome  structure 
should  have  been  named  for  him. 

The  bronze  dedicatory   tablet   here   pictured   hangs 
on  the  right  wall  of  the  main  corridor. 


Improvements  At  College 
Church 

College  Church,  long  handicapped  (95  years)  by 
lack  of  separate  space  for  Sunday  School  rooms,  has 
moved  to  remedy  this  deficiency  during  the  past 
summer.  The  basement  has  been  excavated  to  the  full 
extent  of  the  building  and  eight  rooms,  including 
one  for  furnace,  inserted  in  the  space  made  available. 
(These  are  in  addition  to  the  large  room  already  in  use 
at  the  east  end.)  A  staircase  now  leads  from  the 
basement  up  into  the  rear  of  the  auditorium  proper. 

A  new  hot  water  system  of  heating  has  been  installed, 
using  Walvector  radiation.  This  will  prove  immensely 
superior  to  the  old  hot  air  system,  whereby  the  heat 
rose  directly  to  the  auditorium  ceiling  and  enveloped 
the  choir  and  other  balcony  dwellers  in  unbearably 
high  temperatures  while  leaving  the  congregation  on 
the  main  floor  still  comparatively  frigid. 

A  new  lighting  system  has  also  been  installed. 
Depending  from  the  ceiling  are  three  cast-brass 
chandeliers,     imported  from  Holland.  There  are  eight 
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matching  wall  lights  under  the  balconies.  Six  small 
ceiling  lights  have  been  installed  over  the  rear  or  choir 
sections   of  the  balcony. 

During  the  excavation,  a  portion  of  the  front  wall 
between  the  auditorium  and  the  porch  of  the  church 
cracked  and  dropped  a  foot  or  so.  The  wall  has  now 
been  completely  rebuilt;  it  looks  the  same  as  before, 
and  is  much  stronger. 

Demolition  Of  The  Grotto 

The  Grotto,  known  and  frequented  by  generations 
of  Hampden-Sydney  men  who  boarded  or  roomed 
there,  has  finally  come  to  its  last  days.  Condemned 
because  of  general  decrepitude  and  inflammability,  it 
was  dismantled  during  the  late  summer.  Its  passing 
from  the  Hampden-Sydney  horizon  underscores  the 
passing  of  an  era  which  is  almost  at  an  end — the  era  of 
the  boarding  house  as  a  college  institution.  For  the 
last  several  years,  only  the  Hampden  House  has  con- 
tinued in  that  function. 

While  its  official  name  was  The  Grotto,  it  was  known 
more  affectionately  in  recent  years  as  the  Crawley 
House,  and  before  that  as  the  Susie  House,  after  the

ladies  who  ran  it  so  efficiently.  The  property  had  once 
belonged  to  Mrs.  Campbell,  mother  of  the  Honorable 
Archibald  A.  Campbell,  '79,  of  Wytheville  and  Dean 
Theodorick  P.  Campbell,  '81,  of  V.  P.  I.;  but  was  pur- 
chased by  Major  Richard  Morton  Venable  in  1891. 
It  was  then  occupied  by  his  cousin,  Major  Andrew 
Reid  Venable,  his  wife,  their  three  daughters,  Susie, 
Addie,  and  Emma,  and  two  sons,  Henry  and  Edgar. 
In  1899  Major  R.  M.  Morton  deeded  the  property  to 
Henry  Venable  as  trustee  for  his  sisters.  It  continued 
to  be  occupied  by  members  of  the  Venable  family  until 
the  death  of  Miss  Emma  on  October  25,  1952.  Before 
1891  the  Friend  family  had  resided  there. 

Originally  a  one-and-a-half  story  cottage,  it  was 
enlarged  into  a  full  two-story  house,  and  other  additions 
were  subsequently  made.  Its  name  first  appears  in 
The  Kaleidoscope  of  1898  as  Venable's  Inn,  and  so 
continues  through  1901.  In  1902  it  has  become  Ven- 
able's Cafe,  but  in  1903  this  has  been  changed  to 
The  Grotto,  and  this  name,  emblazoned  in  gold  letters 
on  a  neat  sign  above  the  porch  steps,  prevailed.  (This 
and  other  house  names,  such  as  Middlecourt,  Estcourt, 
The  Maples,  and  Osage,  were  the  work  of  Professor 
Henry  Clay  Brock  and  Major  R.  M.  Venable.) 

Miss  Susie  Venable  continued  to  operate  the  board- 
ing house  until  her  death  in  July,  1935.  Mrs.  J.  W. 
Crawley,  who  had  been  conducting  a  boarding  house 
at  Hampden-Sydney  since  1927,  subsequently  moved 
to  The  Grotto,  where  she  had  as  many  as  one  hundred 
boarders.  Following  her  death  on  December  7,  1952, 
her  daughter-in-law,  Mrs.  James  W.  Crawley,  Jr., 
continued  operations  for  the  rest  of  the  session.  Mr. 
and  Mrs.  Crawley  remained  in  residence  until  this 
summer. 

Hampden-Sydney  College  bought  the  property  from 
Miss  Emma  Venable  on  March  15,  195 1.  The  con- 
dition of  the  house  was  such  that  it  was  eventually 
deemed  more  feasible  to  demolish  it  than  to  try  to 
restore  it. 

Perhaps  at  a  later  date  another  residence,  a  new 
Grotto,  will  arise  on  these  same  beloved  grounds. 
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The  Venable  Establishment  At 
Hampden-Sydney,  April,  1893

William  M.  Edmunds,  '95,  is  in  the  center  of  the 
rear  row,  wearing  a  beanie  and  facing  the  post.  John 
I.  Armstrong,  '94,  stands  next  to  him  on  the  right. 

Identity  of  others  in  the  photograph  is  either  tenta- 
tive or  uncertain.  THE  RECORD  would  appreciate 
any  help  in  this  matter. 

The  date  of  this  picture  is  established  as  April,  1893i 
by  these  bits  of  evidence:  William  M.  Edmunds 
attended  Hampden-Sydney  for  only  the  session  of 
1892-93.  F.  F.  Jones  entered  Hampden-Sydney  in  the 
fall  of   1892.     R.  R.  Jones'  last  year  at  Hampden- 


Sydney  was  1892-93,  when  he  was  a  Fellow.  The 
narcissi  in  the  basket  and  in  Mrs.  Venable's  lap  show 
that  it  was  the  spring  of  the  year,  undoubtedly  April. 


Newly  Appointed  Members  Of 
The  Board  Of  Trustees 

Dr.  Frank  Duncan  Costenbader,  M.D.,  '25,  of 
Washington,  D.  C,  and  Dr.  Emmett  Burns  McGukin,  of 
Lynchburg,  Virginia,  are  the  two  newly  appointed 
members  of  the  Hampden-Sydney  Board  of  Trustees 
named  by  Synod's  Nominating  Committee  and  con- 
firmed by  the  Synod  of  Virginia. 

Dr.  Costenbader  is  a  native  of  Norfolk,  Virginia, 
where  he  received  his  early  education.  Following 
graduation  from  Hampden-Sydney  as  a  Bachelor  of 
Science,  he  entered  medical  school  at  the  University 
of  Virginia,  where  he  graduated  in  1929.  He  interned 
at  Norfolk  General  Hospital  and  had  residencies  at 
the  University  of  Virginia  Hospital  and  the  Episcopal 
Eye,  Ear,  and  Throat  Hospital  in  Washington.  He 
began  the  practice  of  Ophthalmology  in  the  District  of 
Columbia  in  1932.  In  1944  he  limited  his  practice  to 
pediatric  ophthalmology,  a  field  in  which  he  has 
pioneered. 

Dr.  Costenbader  served  as  President  of  the  Medical 
Service,  District  of  Columbia,  from  1947-51  and  as 
President  of  the  Medical  Society  there  in  1951-52. 
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Dr.  McGukin  is  a  native  of  Hartwell,  Georgia,  and 
is  a  graduate  of  Davidson  College.  He  received  his 
B.D.  degree  from  Union  Theological  Seminary  in  1929. 
At  the  present  time  he  is  the  minister  of  the  First 
Presbyterian  Church  of  Lynchburg,  Virginia. 

Dr.  McGukin's  pastorates  include  those  at  Lafayette 
Church  in  Norfolk,  Winchester,  Virginia,  and  Knox- 
ville,  Tennessee. 

These  two  men  should  be  well  qualified  to  serve  on 
the  official  Board  of  the  College.  They  have  achieved 
outstanding  success  in  their  fields  and  have  the  cause 
of  higher  education  and  most  particularly  the  liberal 
arts  college  vitally  at  heart.  Dr.  McGukin  has  served 
on  Synod's  Council  on  Higher  Education. 

Dr.  Frank  S.  Johns,  '08,  was  re-elected  Chairman  of 
the  Board  at  the  meeting  of  the  Board  held  at  Hamp- 
den-Sydney on  July  25.  Also  re-elected  were  Lewis  G. 
Chewning,  '27,  vice-chairman,  and  Robert  S.  Brena- 
man,  '26,  as  secretary. 


Increased  Enrollment  For 
The  New  Session 

The  Hampden-Sydney  enrollment  for  the  1955-56 
session  shows  some  increase  over  that  of  1954-55.  As 
of  September,  there  were  365  men  registered  com- 
pared with  340  at  the  same  time  last  year.  New  men 
total  117;  a  year  ago  there  were  125. 

The  number  in  the  freshman  class  was  perforce  held 
down,  first,  by  the  large  number  of  old  students  re- 
turning, and,  second,  by  the  lack  of  accommodations. 
Many  applicants  had  to  be  refused  during  the  summer. 

The  Community  Value 
Of  A  College 

The  value  of  a  college  to  a  community  was  strikingly 
revealed  in  a  recent  study  made  by  the  Virginia  State 
Department  of  Education.  The  survey  showed  that 
the  level  of  income  and  the  level  of  education  in 
Virginia  localities  were  very  closely  tied  together: 
high  income,  high  level  of  education;  low  income,  low 
level  of  education. 

There  were  a  few  exceptions  to  this  correlation,  and 
these  exceptions  were  almost  entirely  in  college  com- 
munities, where  the  education  level  considerably  ex- 
ceeded the  income  level.  Prince  Edward  County  was 
one  such  exception,  and  the  discrepancy  was  explained 
by  the  presence  of  Hampden-Sydney  and  Longwood 
Colleges. 

Scholastic  Averages  1954-1955 

A  general  decline  in  grades  appeared  in  last  year's 
averages.  Only  exception  was  the  freshman  class, 
considered  one  of  the  more  promising  classes  of  recent 
years.  Averages  for  the  last  two  years  are  as  follows:

The  present  age  is  peculiarly 
barbaric:  introduce,  say,  a  Hebrew  scholar  to  an  ich- 
thyologist or  an  authority  on  Danish  place  names  and 
the  pair  of  them  would  have  no  single  topic  in  common 
but  the  weather  or  the  war  (if  there  happened  to  be  a 
war  in  progress,  which  is  usual  in  this  barbaric  age)." — 
Robert  Graves. 

•  Pre-medical  education  in  American  colleges  is 
hopelessly  lopsided,  says  a  report  issued  by  three  deans 
of  medical  schools.  Colleges  and  medical  schools,  for 
all  their  progress,  are  still  turning  out  too  many  phy- 
sicians "with  little  or  no  interest  in  the  cultural  im- 
plications of  their  profession,  much  less  in  those 
things  which  would  enable  them  to  formulate  for 
themselves  a  satisfying  philosophy  of  life."

Hampden-Sydney  Men 

Three  outstanding  Hampden-Sydney  men  have 
recently  been  appointed  to  a  nine-man  committee  of  the 
Virginia  Advisory  Legislative  Council.  This  com- 
mittee was  appointed  to  study  the  educational  needs 
of  handicapped  persons  in  the  state. 

The  men   are  State  Senator  Curry  Carter,   '15,  of 


Staunton,  Dr.  Cary  M.  Suter,  '43,  of  Charlottesville, 
and  Kossen  Gregory,  '42,  Roanoke. 

Senator  Carter  was  chairman  of  a  study  commission 
which  surveyed  this  general  field  prior  to  the  1954 
General  Assembly  session  and  therefore  becomes  an 
important  member  of  the  present  committee. 

Dr.  Suter,  Director  of  the  Seizure  and  Control 
Clinic  at  the  University  of  Virginia,  has  made  an  out- 
standing contribution  in  his  field,  which  was  reviewed 
in  part  in  the  last  issue  of  The  Record. 

Mr.  Gregory,  a  member  of  the  House  of  Delegates 
since  1954,  has  already  served  on  such  important  com- 
mittees as  Finance,  House  Expenses,  Mining  and 
Mineral  Resources,  and  Welfare. 

The  committee's  efforts  will  "be  directed  primarily 
to  services  for  children,  including  the  physically  handi- 
capped, the  emotionally  disturbed  and  the  mentally 
retarded,  with  the  view  to  pointing  out  means  of  attain- 
ing the  fullest  possible  correlation  of  these  services  for 
the  greatest  benefit  to  the  individuals  concerned." 

The  presence  of  this  high  percentage  of  Hampden- 
Sydney  men  serving  on  this  particularly  important 
committee  once  again  reminds  us  that  our  college  is 
making  an  outstanding  contribution  in  leadership  for 
the  commonweal  of  the  Commonwealth. 

Old  Briery  Church  Bicentennial 

Briery  Presbyterian  Church  celebrated  the  two 
hundredth  anniversary  of  its  founding  on  Sunday, 
June  26,  1955.  The  principal  historical  address  was 
delivered  by  E.  G.  McGehee,  '04,  of  Montgomery, 
Alabama. 

Mr.  McGehee,  a  former  member  of  Briery,  is  a  dis- 
tinguished educator,  having  served  for  nearly  a  quarter 
century  as  teacher,  principal,  superintendent,  super- 
visor and  director  in  the  Alabama  Department  of 
Education.  For  the  past  twenty-two  years  he  has 
been  a  ruling  elder  and  clerk  of  the  session  at  Trinity 
Presbyterian  Church  in  Montgomery. 

The  celebration  of  Briery's  founding  held  special 
interest  for  friends  of  Hampden-Sydney,  and  was  an 
historic  event  of  wide  significance  in  Southside  Vir- 
ginia. The  history  of  the  old  church  ties  into  the  story 
of  Hampden-Sydney  College  as  well  as  that  of  old  Cub 
Creek  and  Village  Presbyterian  Churches  at  Charlotte 
Courthouse. 

The  first  five  presidents  of  Hampden-Sydney,  from 
1776  to  1808,  all  served  as  pastors  of  Briery  Church: 
Samuel  Stanhope  Smith,  John  Blair  Smith,  Drury 
Lacy,  Archibald  Alexander,  and  Moses  Hoge,  famous 
names  in  Virginia  as  well  as  in  other  states.  Throughout 
the  entire  history  of  Briery  we  read  of  many  names  con- 
nected with  Hampden-Sydney  in  addition  to  the  above. 
The  present  pastor,  the  Reverend  A.  W.  Wood,  is  a 
member  of  the  class  of  1903. 

Dr.  David  C.  Wilson,  former  Dean  of  the  College, 
as  Hampden-Sydney's  representative,  brought  greet- 
ings during  the  afternoon  celebration. 
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A  very  fine  summary  history  of  this  old  church  was 
printed  in  the  Farmville  Herald's  June  22  issue.  It 
was  prepared  by  Royster  Lyle,  Jr.,  '56,  and  won  second 
place  in  the  Prince  Edward  County  Bicentennial  essay 
contest  last  year. 

The  present  building  at  Briery  was  designed  in  1824, 
by  Dr.  Robert  L.  Dabney,  who  later  was  to  design 
College  Church  at  Hampden-Sydney. 

Dr.  William  C.  Barger,  '25 

A  news  report  in  the  metropolitan  New  York  City 
paper  Herald-Tribune,  August  12,  1955,  indicates  that 
Dr.  William  C.  Barger's  ('25)  device  which  he  proposed 
to  assist  poor  readers  with  mixed  cerebral  dominance 
continues  to  capture  the  interest  of  the  educational 
world.  The  Board  of  Education  has  used  the  proposal, 
becoming  known  as  the  Barger  Mirror  Technique,  in 
certain  areas  in  New  York  City.  He  has  been  invited 
to  speak  in  Vienna,  Austria,  by  educational  officials 
there,  and  a  tour  to  Norway,  Sweden,  England,  and 
Western  Germany  is  being  considered  in  addition. 
Dr.  Barger's  basic  paper  on  the  subject  is  being  trans- 
lated into  Norwegian,  we  understand,  and  it  was  noted 
in  the  American  Journal  of  Psychiatry  in  January, 
1954  as  one  of  the  46  notable  papers  in  world  litera- 
ture for  1953  on  Child  Psychiatry.  Dr.  Barger  was 
recently  voted  a  fellow  of  the  American  Academy  of 
Child  Psychiatry.  He  addressed  the  New  Jersey  State 
Association  of  Mental  Hygiene  Clinics  at  its  annual 
meeting  at  Princeton  University  in  June,  1955,  on  the 
subject  of  Reading  Disabilities  and  demonstrated  his 
principle  with  pupils  who  were  poor  readers.  A  similar 
demonstration  with  pupils  selected  by  the  Chicago 
Board  of  Education  was  done  when  he  presented  a 
paper  on  the  subject  in  that  city  in  March,  1955,  at 
the  annual  meeting  of  the  American  Orthopsychiatric 
Association.  Dr.  Barger's  speaking  engagements  in- 
clude Nashville,  Tennessee,  where  he  will  speak  at  the 
annual  meeting  in  November,  1955,  of  the  International 
Council  on  Exceptional  Children. 

As  one  facet  in  the  current  social  unrest,  the  triad  of 
reading  disability — truancy — delinquency  has  brought 
Dr.  Barger's  interest  to  the  National  Society  for  the 
Prevention  of  Juvenile  Delinquency,  of  which  be  has 
been  elected  to  the  Board  of  Governors.  Other  active 
and  advisory  board  members  include  Senator  Estes 
Kefauver  of  Tennessee,  the  Chief  of  the  U.  S.  Narcotics 
Bureau,  and  Bishop  Ward  Nichols  of  the  National 
Councils  of  Churches  of  Christ  in  U.  S.  A.  Dr.  Barger 
is  assisting  in  the  preparation  of  a  series  of  national 
dramatic  broadcasts  on  the  subject  of  delinquency  for 
the  ensuing  season.  The  statistics  from  some  areas 
indicated  that  as  high  as  75%  of  reading  disability  is 
due  10  mixed  cerebral  dominance  in  intelligent,  normal 
pupils.  Dr.  Barger's  book  is  in  preparation  on  the 
subjects  of  Reading  and  Aphasia.  During  August  he 
was  acting  for  the  Director  of  the  Essex  County 
Juvenile  Clinic  in  New  Jersey,  in  which  State  he  had 
previously  served  as  an  expert  witness  in  homicide 
Court  proceedings.  His  home  address  is  Lake  Success, 
Long  Island,  New  York.  Dr.  Barger  is  School  Psy- 
chiatrist for  the  Board  of  Education  of  New  York 
City,  where  he  is  in  charge  of  the  Queens  County 
Offices  of  the  Bureau  of  Child  Guidance. 


Munt  Named  Advertising  Chief 
For  Richmond  Hotels 

Christian  Munt,  '29,  managing  director  of  the  Vir- 
ginia Retail  Merchants  Association,  has  been  appointed 
director  of  advertising  and  sales  promotion  of  Rich- 
mond Hotels,  Incorporated. 

Mr.  Munt,  a  native  of  Petersburg,  has  been  with  the 
Virginia  retail  merchants  for  the  past  two  years.  He 
began  his  business  career  in  1929  as  assistant  editor  of 
the  Southside  Virginia  News,  in  Petersburg.

NECROLOGY 

ATKINSON.  John  Pryor  Atkinson,  '20,  younger  brother  of 
Paul  Tulane  Atkinson,  '07,  treasurer  of  the  College,  died  Sunday, 
July  17,  1955,  at  his  home  in  McKenney,  Virginia.  His  death 
was  attributed  to  a  heart  attack.    He  was  fifty-eight  years  old. 

Mr.  Atkinson,  the  son  of  John  Pryor  and  Sallie  Jones  Atkin- 
son, was  born  in  Dinwiddie  County.  Since  his  graduation  from 
Hampden-Sydney,  Mr.  Atkinson  has  been  active  in  the  field  of 
education.  He  served  as  principal  of  Church  View  High  School 
in  Middlesex  County,  assistant  principal  of  Sunnyside  High 
School,  near  McKenney,  principal  of  White  Gate  High  School  in 
Giles  County,  and  principal  of  Darvilles  High  School,  McKenney, 
prior  to  its  consolidation  with  Sunnyside. 

Mr.  Atkinson  was  an  overseas  veteran  of  World  War  I. 
Early  in  his  career  he  was  active  in  the  organization  of  4-H  Club 
work  in  Virginia  and  in  1927  he  was  honored  as  one  of  the  thirteen 
outstanding  4-H  leaders  in  the  country.  He  was  an  elder  in  the 
Brunswick  Presbyterian  Church  and  a  teacher  of  a  Bible  class 
there.  At  the  time  of  his  death  he  was  a  language  teacher  at  the 
Alberta  High  School. 

Survivors  are  his  brothers,  Paul  Tulane  Atkinson,  '07,  of 
Hampden-Sydney,  and  Dr.  M.  Randolph  Atkinson,  '26,  of 
McKenney;  two  sisters,  Mrs.  Gilmer  Craddock  of  Lynchburg, 
and  Mrs.  J.  B.  Roller,  of  Pearisburg. 

Funeral  services  were  held  at  Brunswick  Presbyterian  Church 
wiili  burial  in  the  church  cemetery. 

BROWN.  Dr.  Frank  Chilton  Brown,  '09,  one  of  Hampden- 
Sydney's  best  known  and  best  loved  alumni,  and  outstanding 
leader  in  the  Presbyterian  Church,  U.  S.,  died  in  Atlanta  on 
July  2,  1955.  At  the  time  of  his  death  he  was  professor  of  English 
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DR.  FRANK  CHILTON  BROWN,  '09 

Bible  and  Practical  Theology  at  Columbia  Seminary,  Decatur, 
Georgia. 

Dr.  Brown  was  born  in  Lewisburg,  West  Virginia,  July  4, 
1890.  He  received  his  B.A.  and  M.A.  degrees  from  Hampden- 
Sydney  and  in  1925  the  college  conferred  upon  him  the  honorary 
D.D.  degree.  In  1914  he  graduated  from  Union  Theological 
Seminary  in  Richmond.  The  following  year  he  did  postgraduate 
work  at  the  Free  Church  College,  Glasgow,  Scotland.  While 
there  he  was  assistant  pastor  at  the  Henry  Drummond  Me- 
morial Church.  He  was  ordained  May  21,  1914,  by  Kanawha 
Presbytery  and  served  as  pastor  of  the  Logan  Presbyterian 
Church  for  five  years.  From  1920  to  1936  Dr.  Brown  was  pastor 
of  the  Bream  Memorial  Church,  Charleston,  West  Virginia, 
going  from  there  to  First  Church,  Dallas,  Texas,  where  he  was 
pastor  until  1952.  Under  his  ministry  both  of  these  churches 
became  among  the  largest  churches  in  the  General  Assembly. 
He  began  his  post  at  Columbia  Seminary  in  September,  1952. 

Dr.  Brown  served  his  church  as  Moderator  in  1940.  For 
many  years  he  was  Chairman  of  the  General  Assembly's  com- 
mittee on  Evangelism.  He  was  the  author  of  the  book,  Lost,  A 
Human  Soul,  published  in  1932,  and  was  a  valuable  contributor 
to  church  publications. 

In  addition  to  the  honorary  degree  from  Hampden-Sydney, 
Austin  College  conferred  upon  him  the  LL.D.  degree  in  1945. 
In  1940  Dr.  Brown  was  the  recipient  of  Hampden-Sydney 's 
Algernon  Sydney  Sullivan  Medallion,  presented  in  recognition 
of  outstanding  leadership.  From  1934  to  1936  Dr.  Brown  was  a 
member  of  the  Board  of  Trustees. 

Funeral  services  were  held  at  Bream  Memorial  Presbyterian 
Church,  Charleston,  West  Virginia,  on  July  5,  with  Dr.  Claude 
H.  Pritchard  officiating.  He  paid  high  tribute  to  Dr.  Brown  as 
"a  happy  combination  of  preacher  and  pastor"  and  thanked 
God  for  the  use  He  had  made  of  this  one  who  was  so  wholly 
consecrated  to  the  service  of  the  Kingdom.  Dr.  Pritchard 
pointed  out  that  the  outstanding  characteristic  of  Dr.  Brown's 
ministry  was  his  accomplishments  in  the  realm  of  evangelism, 
citing  that  during  the  thirty-five  years  of  Dr.  Brown's  pastorates, 
he  received  an  annual  average  of  two  hundred  on  Profession  of 
Faith.  He  paid  tribute  also  to  Dr.  Brown's  influence  and  ministry 
through  the  classroom  during  his  later  years. 

Memorial  services  were  conducted  on  July  3  at  Columbia 
Seminary,  with  Dr.  J.  McDowell  Richards,  president  of  the 
Seminary  and  Moderator  of  the  General  Assembly,  Dr.  P.  D. 
Miller,  Executive  Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Church  Extension, 


and  Dr.  Wallace  M.  Alston,  president  of  Agnes  Scott  College, 
taking  part. 

Survivors  are  his  wife,  the  former  Miss  Mary  Oden  Hansford 
of  Charleston,  West  Virginia;  two  sisters,  Mrs.  Emma  Wood  of 
Lewisburg,  West  Virginia,  and  Mrs.  W.  B.  Crawford,  Sr.,  of 
Charlottesville,  Virginia. 

GRAY.  Donnan  Evans  Gray,  '17,  died  September  1,  1955,  at 
Duke  University  Hospital,  Durham,  North  Carolina,  where  he 
had  been  a  patient  for  ten  days.  Mr.  Gray  had  been  in  ill  health 
for  six  months.  He  was  sixty-two  years  of  age. 

Mr.  Gray  was  a  native  of  South  Boston,  Virginia,  the  son  of 
the  late  William  Alson  Gray  and  Mary  Elizabeth  Willingham 
of  South  Boston.  He  was  educated  at  Randolph-Macon  Military 
Academy  and  at  Hampden-Sydney. 

Since  his  youth,  Mr.  Gray  had  been  in  the  tobacco  business 
and  was  associated  with  his  father  at  Mullins,  South  Carolina. 
At  the  time  of  his  death  he  was  vice-president  of  the  Durham 
Bonded  Warehouses  and  was  associated  with  the  W.  L.  Robinson 
Company.    He  was  a  member  of  the  First  Presbyterian  Church. 

Survivors  are  his  wife,  the  former  Miss  Kathryn  Louise  Judd, 
of  Sanford,  North  Carolina;  four  children,  a  twin  son  and 
daughter,  Sue  Willingham  Gray  and  William  Allen  Willingham 
Gray;  Mary  Elizabeth  Gray  and  Kathryn  Judd  Gray,  all  of 
Durham;  two  aunts,  Miss  Sue  Willingham  of  South  Boston, 
Virginia,  and  Mrs.  E.  W.  Willingham,  of  Richmond,  Virginia. 

Funeral  services  were  held  in  Durham,  with  burial  in  South 
Boston. 

MARTIN.  William  Watkins  Martin,  '09,  died  suddenly  at  his 
home  in  Richmond,  Virginia,  on  Wednesday,  September  7.  He 
was  sixty-five  years  of  age. 

Mr.  Martin  was  an  alumnus  of  real  distinction.  The  activities 
in  which  he  had  been  engaged  were  various  and  numerous.  After 
graduating  with  honor,  he  first  engaged  in  teaching  at  the  high 
school  in  Smithfield,  Virginia.  Later  he  was  employed  in  clerical 
work  in  Baltimore  and  New  York.  He  soon  returned  to  Virginia 
to  become  the  personal  secretary  of  Governor  Henry  C.  Stuart 
and  held  this  responsible  position  throughout  Governor  Stuart's 
four-year  term  of  office.  World  War  I  coming  on,  he  promptly 
entered  an  officers  training  camp,  was  commissioned,  and  was 
soon  sent  overseas.  He  commanded  his  company  with  great 
gallantry  in  France  and  was  wounded.  He  was  greatly  admired 
and  beloved  by  his  men,  and  after  their  return  to  this  country 
they  gathered  with  him  often  to  do  him  honor  and  to  renew  this 
friendship.  Most  of  the  company  was  composed  of  Pennsyl- 
vanians. 

Mr.  Martin  studied  law  and  became  a  most  able  lawyer.  He 
performed  important  work  in  the  Legislative  Reference  Bureau 
in  the  capitol  in  Richmond.  For  some  years  he  held  the  equally 
important  position  of  counsel  to  the  Department  of  Taxation. 
He  then  became  Assistant  Attorney-General  of  Virginia  and 
handled  more  important  cases  for  the  state.  Upon  the  death  of 
Parke  P.  Deans,  he  was  appointed  on  the  Industrial  Commission 
by  Governor  Tuck,  serving  a  part  of  this  time  as  chairman  of 
that  body. 

In  1950  he  resigned  from  the  Industrial  Commission  on 
account  of  his  health.  He  had  been  a  great  sufferer  from  arthritis, 
but  he  battled  this  disease  with  supreme  courage.  Under  the 
skillful  treatment  of  his  old  college  mate,  Dr.  H.  Wallace  Blanton, 
'12,  Mr.  Martin  was  enabled  to  show  considerable  improvement 
and  soon  offered  his  services  to  the  Attorney-General  of  Virginia, 
as  his  doctor  said  he  could  work  half  a  day.  His  associates  in 
the  office  often  spoke  of  his  work  as  being  invaluable.  This 
service  was  gratuitous  and  he  continued  it  until  his  death. 

Mr.  Martin's  two  older  brothers,  Alexander,  '01,  and  John, 
'03,  were  also  graduates  of  Hampden-Sydney.  John  served  as 
a  valuable  member  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  from  1925  until 
1936.  Both  of  these  brothers  and  his  sister,  Edmonia,  died  a 
number  of  years  ago.  It  will  be  interesting  to  many  to  note 
that  for  several  years  while  the  boys  were  at  college,  the  family 
came  to  Hampden-Sydney  and  occupied  Middlecourt,  recently 
the  home  of  Dr.  Gammon,  now  the  home  of  President  Robert. 

William  Martin  was  a  man  of  unusual  attraction,  was  a  de- 
lightful companion,  well  informed,  and  had  a  lively  sense  of 
humor.  His  character  was  beyond  reproach,  and  he  was  re- 
markable for  the  soundness  of  his  judgment. 

Survivors  are  his  wife,  the  former  Miss  Katherine  Sinton,  of 
Richmond;  two  sons,  Dr.  William  Watkins  Martin,  Jr.,  '49,  who 
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was  made  a  member  of  Phi  Beta  Kappa  at  Hampden-Sydney 
and  later  graduated  in  medicine  at  Johns  Hopkins,  and  now  lives 
in  New  York,  and  Miles  M.  Martin,  '51,  who  lives  with  his 
mother  in  Richmond. 

The  death  of  William  Martin  leaves  a  void  in  the  hearts  of 
his  relatives  and  friends  and  Hampden-Sydney  has  lost  a  loyal 
and  noble  son. 

MUNCASTER.  John  Edwin  Muncaster,  Sr.,  '88,  died  in  the 
Montgomery  County  General  Hospital,  Derwood,  Maryland,  on 
June  27,  1955.  He  was  eighty-five  years  of  age.  Throughout 
his  long  and  active  life  he  held  a  deep  love  for  Hampden-Sydney 
College. 

Mr.  Muncaster  was  born  on  Milton  Farm,  in  Norbeck 
Maryland,  the  son  of  William  Edwin  and  Hannah  Magruder 
Muncaster.  He  attended  the  old  Rockville  Academy,  where  he 
won  the  West  medal  for  scholarship  for  three  straight  years; 
attended  the  old  Brookville  Academy,  and  later  graduated,  at 
the  age  of  eighteen,  magna  cum  laude  here  at  Hampden-Sydney. 

Throughout  his  life  Mr.  Muncaster  had  been  active  in  Mont- 
gomery County  rural  groups.  Since  1929  he  had  lived  on  his 
400-acre  farm  known  as  "The  Ridge"  near  Laytonsville,  Mary- 
land. The  farm  was  a  grant  to  the  Muncaster  family  from  Lord 
Baltimore.  For  twenty-five  years  Mr.  Muncaster  was  secretary 
of  the  Agricultural  Society  and  had  served  as  president  and 
secretary  of  the  Farmers'  convention.  He  was  a  member  of  the 
Farm  Bureau  Association  and  was  formerly  in  the  Grange. 
He  took  an  active  part  in  the  Rockville  Fair  and  also  in  the 
Lynchburg  (Va.)  Fair.  He  was  a  former  vestryman  at  St.  John's 
Episcopal  Church  in  Olney,  Maryland. 


Interested  in  genealogy,  Mr.  Muncaster  was  a  founder  of  the 
American  Clan  Gregor  Society  and  served  as  its  treasurer  for 
thirty-five  years. 

Survivors  are  two  sons,  John  E.  Muncaster,  Jr.,  Derwood, 
Maryland;  William  T.  Muncaster,  Woodstown,  New  Jersey;  and 
three  daughters,  Mrs.  Margaret  M.  Stabler,  Sandy  Spring, 
Maryland;  Mrs.  Jessie  M.  Richardson,  Bladensburg,  Maryland; 
and  Miss  Emma  W.  Muncaster  of  Derwood. 

Funeral  services  were  held  in  Rockville,  with  burial  in  Rock- 
ville Union  Cemetery. 


REYNOLDS.  Richard  Samuel  Reynolds,  industrialist  of  Rich- 
mond, Virginia,  died  on  Friday,  July  29.  Death  was  attributed  to 
a  heart  attack.  Mr.  Reynolds  had  been  in  poor  health  since  last 
winter  when  he  contracted  pneumonia  while  vacationing  in 
Jamaica. 

Mr.  Reynolds  organized  the  Reynolds  Metal  Company  in 
1928,  and  headquarters  for  the  company  came  to  Richmond  in 
1936. 

In  1949  Hampden-Sydney  College  conferred  on  Mr.  Reynolds 
the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Laws. 

Commenting  editorially,  the  Richmond  Times-Dispatch  said: 
"The  passing  of  Richard  S.  Reynolds  removes  a  leader  in  a 
generation  of  men  who  contributed  importantly  to  the  present 
industrial  preeminence  of  America.  Because  of  such  able,  tireless, 
ingenious  executives,  the  United  States  was  the  decisive  factor  in 
winning  two  world  wars,  and  its  people  enjoy  by  far  the  highest 
standard  of  living  on  the  globe."

Stirring  Days  At 
Hampden-Sydney  Academy 

Hampden-Sydney  Academy  began  its  work  January 
1,  1776,  in  the  first  year  of  the  American  Revolution. 
The  date  is  significant.  The  founders  were  resolved 
that  even  in  war  time  the  education  of  their  youth  must 
not  be  allowed  to  go  by  the  board.  The  name  is  sig- 
nificant. John  Hampden  and  Algernon  Sidney  were 
shining  protagonists  of  the  liberty  for  which  the 
colonists  were  waging  war  with  the  mother  country. 
The  first  Rector  of  the  Academy  was  the  brilliant 
Samuel  Stanhope  Smith,  graduate  of  Princeton  and 
successful  teacher  there,  and  son-in-law  of  its  President, 
John  Witherspoon,  signer  of  the  Declaration  of  Inde- 
pendence. Three  Princeton  men  were  associated  with 
Mr.  Smith  in  the  faculty  of  the  institution:  his  brother, 
and  immediate  successor,  John  Blair  Smith ;  his  brother- 
in-law,  David  Witherspoon;  and  Samuel  Doak,  the 
future  founder  of  Washington  College  in  Tennessee.  The 
Academy  was  located  on  the  hundred-acre  tract  given 
to  it  by  Mr.  Peter  Johnston,  father  of  General  Joseph  E. 
Johnston  of  Confederate  fame,  the  tract  on  which  most 
of  the  College  buildings  stand  today.  The  Academy  was 
much  more  than  the  name  implies.  The  Minutes  of  the 
Presbytery  of  Hanover  which  founded  it  speak  of  it  as 
"a  School  for  the  liberal  education  of  youth"  and  the 
Prospectus  issued  by  the  Rector  goes  on  to  say:  "The 
system  of  education  will  resemble  that  which  is  adopted 
in  the  College  of  New  Jersey,  save  that  a  more  particu- 
lar attention  shall  be  paid  to  the  cultivation  of  the 
English  language  than  is  usually  done  in  places  of 
public  education."  The  late  President  Joseph  D. 
Eggleston,  working  from  these  and  other  early  records, 
has  shown  conclusively  that  the  Academy,  which  was 
chartered  as  Hampden-Sidney  College  in   1783,  was  a 
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college  from  its  opening  day.*  And  from  its  opening 
day  it  was  intensely  loyal  to  the  cause  of  the  American 
colonies. 

The  attractive  brochure,  II  ampden-Sydney  College, 
by  Herbert  C.  Bradshaw  and  Dr.  W.  Edwin  Hemphill, 
contains  the  statement  that  "At  one  time  during  the 
course  of  the  war  the  students  volunteered  in  a  body 
for  military  service.  With  John  Blair  Smith  as  captain 
and  David  Witherspoon  as  lieutenant,  the  boys,  wearing 
gray  hunting  caps  and  purple  hunting  shirts  as  dis- 
tinctive features  of  their  uniform,  marched  to  Williams- 
burg to  fight  for  independence. "  I  have  just  come  across 
certain  supplementary  data  of  the  time  in  Virginia 
Militia  in  the  Revolutionary  War,  by  my  brother,  J.  T. 
McAllister,  of  the  class  of  1889.  The  account  is  found 
in  Section  No.  197  under  "Declaration  of  Virginia 
Pensioners,"  the  successive  declarations  being  con- 
densed by  the  author.    The  Section  reads  as  follows: 

Mosby,  Wade — Powhatan,  September  19,  1832.  Born  in  Powhatan 
in  1761.  About  1777  affiant  joined  a  number  of  his  fellow  students  at 
Hampden-Sidney  Academy  (later  a  college)  in  forming  a  volunteer 
company.  Luke  (John)  B.  Smith,  a  professor,  was  captain.  Subal- 
terns were  Lieutenant  Samuel  Venable  and  Ensign  Samuel  Hackley. 
Served  six  weeks  at  Williamsburg.  Was  then  sixteen  years  eld.  A 
year  later  the  company  again  went  out  for  six  weeks  under  the  same 
officers,  serving  at  Petersburg.  Affiant  then  quit  college,  and  in  fall  of 
1779  or  spring  of  1780,  was  Second  Lieutenant  under  his  brother, 
Captain  Littlebury  Mosby  (later  a  General).  At  Petersburg  they 
joined  the  cavalry  under  Colonel  Banister,  of  General  Lawson's 
command.  The  call  was  because  hostile  vessels  came  near  on  the 
James.  After  the  defeat  of  Gates  there  was  a  heavy  call,  and  affiant 
went  out  under  his  brother-in-law,  Captain  Robert  Hughes,  serving 
as  adjutant  of  the  regiment.  At  Moore's  Ordinary  in  Prince  Edward, 
Captain  Cameron,  of  Buckingham,  took  ill,  and  affiant  was  appointed 
in  his  place.  Was  in  battle  of  Guilford  under  Colonel  B.  Randolph. 
Colonel  Carrington,  quarter-master-general,  laid  off  the  battle- 
ground. A  fifth  tour  quickly  followed,  because  Governor  Jefferson 
wrote  Littlebury  Mosby  to  raise  all  the  cavalry  he  could  and  go  to  the 
aid  of  Lafayette.  L.  Mosby  called  on  his  subalterns,  affiant  raising  a 
company  and  Horatio  Turpin  another,  L.  Mosby  leading  the  bat- 
talion as  major.  It  lay  at  Petersburg  until  the  British,  under  General 
Phillips  arrived,  and  then  the  cavalry  covered  the  retreat,  taking  up 
the  bridge  over  the  Appomattox  after  the  army  had  crossed.  Affiant 
was  then  much  on  vidette  service  under  Colonel  Call,  his  own  father, 
militia  commandant  of  county,  keeping  him  to  watch  Cornwallis 
while  the  latter  was  about  Richmond,  which  was  four  or  five  weeks. 
Married  Susanna  .  .  .  .  ,  April  13,  1785.  Died  June  I,  1834.  Widow- 
made  application,  October  1,  1838. 

The  book  further  lists  Samuel  Venable  as  being  from 
Prince  Edward  County  and  both  Venable  and  Mosby 
as  being  commissioned  captains  of  companies,  the  latter 
on  June  20,  1781,  in  place  of  Robert  Hughes,  "prisoner 
of  war."  No  further  mention  is  made  of  Ensign  Hack- 
ley. 

It  will  thus  be  seen  that  the  student  company  served 
not  only  at  Williamsburg,  in  1777,  but  also  at  Peters- 
burg, a  year  later.  Furthermore,  the  declaration  adds 
thiee  names  to  the  eight  given  under  "Hampden- 
Sidney  Academy"  in  Bagby's  invaluable  General  Cata- 
logue of  the  Officers  and  Students  of  Hampden-Sidney 
College,  Virginia:  those  of  Wade  Mosby,  of  Powhatan, 
Samuel  Venable,  of  Prince  Edward,  and  Samuel 
Hackley,  three  among  the  unknown  number  of  students 
who  were  called  from  their  books  for  tours  of  service  in 
the  American  Revolution.

Dr.  Edwin  G.  Booth,  1859 

Edwin  Gilliam  Booth,  of  Nottoway  County,  gradu- 
ated from  Hampden-Sydney  in  1859.  He  was  a 
medical  student  at  the  University  of  Pennsylvania 
when  the  War  between  the  States  broke  out.  Hesitating 
not  a  day  after  Virginia's  secession,  he  returned  to 
enlist  as  a  private  in  the  Confederate  Army,  serving 
during  the  next  two  years  in  G  and  E  Companies  of 
the  Third  Virginia  Regiment. 

His  first  battle  was  at  Big  Bethel,  eight  miles  north- 
west of  Newport  News,  on  June  10,  1861.  He  was 
among  1,400  Confederates  under  Magruder,  who  drove 
back  seven  Federal  regiments,  killing  76  of  the  enemy. 
Booth  participated  in  other  engagements  on  the 
Virginia  Peninsula. 

On  May  1,  1863,  Booth  was  commissioned  an  as- 
sistant surgeon  in  the  Confederate  Navy.  On  August 
5,  1864,  he  was  aboard  the  C.  S.  S.  Selma  when  that 
ship  was  sunk  in  the  stirring  battle  of  Mobile  Bay. 
Dr.  Booth  managed  to  escape  in  a  small  rowboat, 
carrying  the  bodies  of  J.  H.  Comstock,  lieutenant  and 
executive  officer,  and  two  other  officers.  His  flight  was 
intercepted  by  the  U.  S.  S.  Metacomet,  with  a  command 
to  throw  the  bodies  into  the  water.  The  man  in  the 
tiny  boat  did  not  move.  Again  the  command:  "Throw 
those  bodies  in  the  water!  We  haven't  room  for  them 
aboard!" 

Defiantly  the  reply  came  back:  "When  these  bodies 
go  in  the  water,  I  go  with  them ! "  There  was  a  moment  of 
silence,  and  then  the  Yankee  replied,  "All  right,  Reb, 
you  win.  Bring  them  with  you." 

Paroled  after  Appomattox,  Dr.  Booth  returned  to 
his  home  in  Nottoway  County.  In  1886  he  removed  to 
James  City  County,  and  in  1907  he  settled  in  the  old 
George  Wythe  home  at  Williamsburg.  There  he  died 
on  January  5,  1922.  For  many  years  prior  to  his  death 
he  had  been  a  member  of  the  board  of  visitors  of 
William  and  Mary  College. 

*        *        * 

These  memories  of  a  past  age  are  called  to  light 
again  by  correspondence  between  Dr.  Booth's  son, 
William  Harris  Booth,  Lieutenant  Commander  United 
States  Navy  (Retired),  and  Mrs.  James  Luckin  Bugg, 
of  Farmville.  In  one  letter,  Commander  Booth  wrote: 
"I  have  in  my  possession  my  father's  original  'War 
Between  the  States'  diary.  It  dates  back  before  that. 
Father  had  it  when  he  was  a  student  at  Hampden- 
Sydney  College  in  1859,  and  it  seemed  to  be  the 
custom  in  those  old  days  foi  all  the  classmates  and 
best  friends  of  the  Hampden-Sydney  students  to 
write  little  'Spiels'  in  this  diary  or  write  short  letters 
to  their  friends,  which  were  copied  in  this  old  diary. 
There  are  piles  and  piles  of  them  and  I  have  copied  off  a 
few  so  that  you  might  see  the  esteem  in  which  my 
father  was  held." 

As  an  example,  we  quote  in  part  the  remarks  of 
T.  M.  McCorkle,  Class  of  1861:  "Time's  rapid  flight 
has  brought  you  to  the  close  of  your  College  career. 
Henceforth  the  broad  and  busy  world  is  to  be  your  field 
of  action,  other  scenes,  other  society,  other  pursuits 
await  you,  often  your  sky  will  be  clouded,  doubts  will 
present  themselves  and  obstacles  impede  your  progress, 
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but  we  know  you  are  equal  to  the  task,  and  that  in 
you  our  Good  Old  COMMONWEALTH  will  find  an 
advocate  and  fearless  defender  of  her  rights,  humanity, 
a  friend— and  Old  Hampden-Sydney  a  LOYAL  SON ..." 

Other  Hampden-Sydney  men  whose  letters  and 
signatures  appear  in  the  diary  are  Robert  T.  Hubard, 
Jr.,  John  Shore  Webb,  James  M.  Lynch,  James  M. 
Walton,  Richard  D.  Beach,  Francis  Green  Jones, 
John  M.  Whitehead,  Charles  Baskerville  Watkins, 
Blackburn  Hughes,  Marcus  C.  Elcan,  and  Benjamin 
Crawley  Jones,  all  of  the  class  of  1859;  Hamlin  H. 
Epes  and  David  Meade  Bernard,  Jr.,  i860;  and  M.  M. 
Williams  of  Buckingham  County,  not  listed  in  the 
Alumni  Catalogue  (or  could  this  be  M.  M.  Gilliam, 
i8S9-?). 

In  the  testimonials  of  McCorkle  and  the  others, 
prophetic  or  not,  the  reader  may  see  delineated  by  the 
pens  of  his  college  mates  the  sturdy  and  loyal  character 
of  one  who  amid  the  turmoil  and  disasters  of  Mobile 
Bay  was  to  defy  death  rather  than  betray  his  sacred 

trust. 

*       *       * 

Dr.  Booth's  son,  Lieutenant  Commander  Booth, 
attended  the  Naval  Academy  at  Annapolis,  but  sent 
his  son,  Frank  Millet  Booth,  to  Hampden-Sydney. 
Mr.  Booth  is  a  B.A.,  of  the  Class  of  1937,  graduating 
seventy-eight  years  after  his  distinguished  grandfather. 
While  he  was  a  student  here,  his  father  made  several 
visits  to  the  campus.  His  letters  to  Mrs.  Bugg  are  full 
of  happy  memories  of  these  trips. 

The  Record  is  indebted  to  both  Lieutenant  Com- 
mander Booth  and  Mrs.  Bugg  for  this  opportunity  to 
recall,  even  so  briefly,  the  memory  of  one  of  the  heroes 
of  that  stirring  era.
